We desire to call your notice to Chapter 25, Sections 6, 
6, 9, and Chapter 83, Sections, 1, 14,and 15, of the General 
Rei s, and inform you that no Bis will be paid for more 
than 30 days support previous to the proper affidavits being 
furnished us according to the requirements of these statutes. 
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The evidence as to the settlement must show the name, age, 
place of present or former residence of the applicant since 
1880; the amount of property owned by and taxed to them 
in any place since 1880; whether married or single; if married, 
when and to whom; a‘ under the age of thirty years, the 
name and place and residence of parents; the amount of 
property owned by and taxed to either of them; if they 
have received any aid, when and by whom; where they have 
lived since 1880, and any other material facts bearing upon 
the matter. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 58, Section 
1, Phamphlet Laws of 1883, entitle “An act for the punish- 
ment of parents who negiect to provide for the support of 
their minor children,” and to report any such case at once 
to the commissioners, so that such delinquents may be 
compelled to perform their duty to their legitimate off- 
spring. 

You are requested to present to the County Commission- 
ers during the first week of each term of Court, all legal 
claims which said town has against said county for the 
support of county paupers. 

You are requested to look after the interests of said pau- 
pers, and be sure that each pauper gets a dollar’s worth of 
goods for a dollar, and settle no bills that are not particu- 
larly itemized as regards weight, quantity and price. 

We desire to express our * thanks to the overseers of the 
poor throughout the County for the interest they have man- 
ifested in their able assistance in the care of the unfortunate 
poor in our midst. The class of paupers that receive aid at 
their homes, in the several towns, in the County, are directly 
under your care, and we trust vou will give each case a 
personal inspection so that no one shall defraud the county, 
and no deserving ones suffer for the common necessaries of 
life. 

We extend to all the citizens, and especially the tax- 
payers, a cordial invitationto visit the Almshouse, and 
witness for themselves the manner in which the institution 
is managed, and thus be better enabled to judge how their 
money is expended.

At the beginning of the present official year there were 
sixteen cases upon the criminal docket, six of which were 
appeals from Justice of the Peace and Police Courts. At 
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the May term one was added to the: list, being brought 
forward from the May term 1886. Six cases were disposed 
of at this term and the remaining eleven were continued. 
At the September term two appeals weie entered and these 
with cases already upon the docket were continued. At 
the November term fourteen indictments were found by 
the Grand Jury, twelve of which were dispused of during 
the term and two were continued. The docket was also 
cleared of two of the old cases, and the others were ¢on- 
tinued to the March term 1891. At the March term 
twenty-five indictments were found by the Grand Jury, 
twenty-three of which were for violation of the liquor laws. 
Eleven of the indictments found at this term were dis- 
posed of and three of the old cases. Four cases were. 
brought forward from the November term 1888, and 
sentence imposed in each; two motions for attachment for 
contempt were made and the same were continued to the 
May term. Sixteen indictments remain upon the State 
docket at the present time, seven of which came up by 
appeal; one case brought forward from the May term 1886, 
and two motions for attachment for contempt. 

The docket would have been nearly cleared up but for 
a considerable number of liquor indictments in which the 
respondents had left the state previous to the finding of 
indictments against them, and who have not since returned 
within the state’s jurisdiction. It is expected that five of 
the appealed cases and the two motions for attachment for 
contempt will be disposed of at the May term 1891. ‘Two 
eases have been tried by jury during the year. ‘There have 
been no cases pending in court during the past year in 
which the County was a party.

RECORD OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
- GRAFTON COUNTY CONVENTION. 


Concord, Wednesday, Jan. 14, 1891. 

On the second Wednesday of January in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hun tred and ninety-one, being the 
second Wednesday of the January session of the General 
Court, a diy prescribed by statute for the assembling of the 
Repre sentatives of the Towns in the County for the purpose 
of organization in County convention. 

On notice given by the Speaker the Representatives of 
the different towns in the County met in the hall of the 
House of Representatives at Concord. 

The convention was called to order by Mr. Huntington 
of Hanover. 

Upon motion of Mr. Whitcher of Haverhill, Mr. Stevens 
of Lisbon was elected permanent Chairm ut. 
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Upon motion of Mr. Brown of Bristol, Mr. Damon of 
Campton was elected Clerk. 

Mr. Holt of the Commissioners appeared and presented 
their printed report and asked for the appropriation of 
forty-two thousand dollars for the year commencing May 1, 
1892. 

Upon motion of Mr. Whitcher of Haverhill, the con- 
_vention adjourned to call of the Chairman. 

Tuesday, February 5, 1891. 
The convention met at the call of the Chairman. 
Mr. Bingham of Littleton offered the following resolution: 
Whereas, the new Court House in that part of Haverhill 
_ called Woodsville has been completed, and suitable offices 
for the Clerk of the Supreme Court, Register of Deeds, and 
Register of Probite have been provided therein, therefore 
resolved tht said officers b2 instructed to remove the records 
and furniture of their respective offices to the rooms _ pro- 
vided for them in said new Court House. 

Upon motion of Mr. Damon of Campton, the resolution 
was accepted. 

Upon motion of Mr. Bingham of Littleton, the Clerk 
was instructed to send copies of the resolution to each of 
the officers named therein and also the County Commission- 
els. Jpon motion of Mr. Bingham of ‘Littleton, the con- 
vention adjourned to the call of the Chairman. 

Tuesday, February 17, 1591. 

The convention met upon call of the Chairman. Mr. 
Smith of the Commissioners being present. ‘The following 
resolution was adopted upon motion of Mr. singham of 
Littleton: Resolved, that the Commissioners be instruct: 
ed to duly advertise and sell at public auction on the first 
day of May, 1891, all the property owned by the County 
situated at Haverhill Corner, excepting what is necessary 
for the use of the Connty at that place, and pay the proceeds 
of said sale into the County Treasury, and said Comunission- 
ers are hereby impowered to adjourn said sale and in all 
other respects conduct the same in any manner that in their 
judgment will he for the interest of the Coanty. 

Upon motion of Mr. Whitcher of Haverhill, it was voted 
to visit the County Farm, Friday, Feb. 27. Upon motion 
of Mr. Whitcher adjourned. 

Thursday, March 19, 1891. 

The convention met upon eall of the Chairman, 
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Upon motion of Mr. Whitcher of Haverhill, it was voted 
that the sum of forty-two thousand dollars be raised by tax- 
ation to defray the expenses of the County for the year 
commencing May 1, 1892. 

Upon motion of Mr. Spring of Lebanon, the bill for the 
division of the County was referred to the next legislature. 

Mr. Huntington, Chairman of the Committee to investi- 
gate charges against Mr. Brown, mace the following report: 

The committee have no report to make further than the 
following statement; The committee gave notice by 
publishing in the different newspapers in the County the 
ume and place of meeting to investigate the charges made 
against Mr. Brown. The committee met at the time ap- 
pointed and called for the charges if any one had any to 
make. None were made. Mr. George and the Boston Herald 
by counsel stated they had no charges to make nor withesses 
to present. The committee then unr»nimously decided their 
duties in the matter were ended.

Upon motion of Mr. Campbell of Woodstock, the Com- 
missioners were instructed to settle with Mr. Brown for 
expenses incurred in this investigation. Upon motion of 
Mr. Whitcher of Haverhill, the convention adjourned to 
call of the Cha:rman.

The convention met upon call of the Chairman. 

Upon motion of Mr. Keyes of Haverhill, Newton 58. 
Huntingtou was elected Auditor. Upon motion of Mr. 
Whitcher of Haverhill, Ezra B. Mann was elected Auditor. 
Upon motion of Mr. Whitcher the convention adjourned.
